GAINS MULTIPLIED. 
When the Italians drove the 
Austrians back across the Piave 
in their last offensive, they also 
crossed the old Piave at Capo 
Slle and recovered some of the 
ground which had been lost 
last fall. They made no im- 
mediate attempt to de- 
yond this point, but isfied 
themselves with establishing a 
bridgehead. east of Capo ie, 
for use when the time appeared 
favorable. Last week they 
selaed the opportunity which 
this presented and, striking 
out from this bridgehead, ad- 
vanced their lines to a point 
near Chiesa Nueva, which is 
Close by the present Piave line. 
This was part of the line which 
was flooded last year as @ 
means of halting the Aus- 
trian advance, but Jt was occu- 
pied by the Au ans at the 
time, although they were un- 
able to go beyond it. Now itt 
is being gradually reclaimed by 


the Itallan operations. 


The Italian succésses are im- 
portent in one particular. It 
is realized now that they will 
need no further help in man 
power, but are thoroughly able 
to take care of themselves. 
provided only that they are giv- 
en sufficient supplies and food. 
It relieves a great source of 
uneasiness on the part of the 
Amed commander-in-chief and 
enables him to make his plans 
on the front in France without 
fear as to what will happen on 
his right flank. | 

STRATEGY PUZZLING. 

The attacks on the French 
front . during the week “ave, 
wer, had an entirely dit- 
ferent purpose—a purpose 
which u must be admitted is 
not altogether clear. The 
American forces began those at- 
tacks with their edvance 
through Belleau Wood ten days 
ago. In this attack they pushed 
their lines northward as far as 
the southern bank of the 
Cliignon River, where they 
halted for the time being. The 
French then took up the burden 
and struck against the western 
side of the Marne salient, as a 
sequence to the American at- 
tack. These two attacks may 
be accounted for by the forma- 
tion of the battle line between 
Relleau Wood and the Oureg 


River. 
Moving westward from 
Belleau W the line runs 


along the southern bank of the 
Clignon, which runs due west 
at thie point as far as Veuilly 
La Poterie, where ft turns north 
toworde Troesnes, the only 
break occurring between Passy 
en-Valola and Marizy, where it 
contained a sharp bend towards 
Mosioy.

PARIS REPORT.

Gen. Count von Mirbach has been 
active in negotiations between Ger- 
many and the Bolsheviki. A dis- 
patch July 5 from Moscow, June 29, 
sald he was that day successful in 
obtaining the release of six Finnish 
officials detained by Russia in ex- 
change for Leo Kameneff, Bolshe- 
vik Ambassador to Austria-Hungary, 
who had been held as a hostage in 
Finland. 

Count von Mirbach, formerly, was 
German Minister to Greece. The 
Bolshevik government consented fo 
his nomination as Ambassador to 
Russia last April. In May a dis- 
patch from Moscow said that the 
demands presented by the German 
Ambassador would virtually make 
Russia a German colony. 

On May 27 the Russian govern- 
ment agreed to the appointment of 
Count von Mirbach as an inter- 
mediary between Russia and the 
trans-Caucasian government. On 
May 31 he obtained from Russia an 
acceptance of the German proposal

LAKE CHARLES (La.) July 6.— 
Maj. John Purroy Mitchel, killed to- 
day when he fell 600 feet frem the 
airplane in which he was riding, 
dropped from the pilot’s seat and 
plunged downward while his plane 
skimmed on without a pilot for 
nearly half a mile, according to 
statement tonight by officers at 
Gerstner Aviation Field near here. 
An examination of the wrecked ma- 
chine developed tonight that the 
safety belt was unfastened at the 
time of the accident, causing Maj. 
Mitchel to fall from his seat as the 
Plane went into a nose dive.

When about 600 feet up Mai. 
Mitchel fell from his seat and his 
body struck almost at the feet of 
Lieut. McCaffery. The airplane, a 
single-seater, scout machine, went 
skimming on without a pilot for half 
a mile and then fell 500 feet, com- 
pletely demolishing it. 

As #00n as he was informed of 
the accident Maj. Lucquie, senior 
medical officer at the field, went to 
Mrs. Mitchel and informed her of 
the death of her husband.

Mitchel acted as summary court of- 
ficer in addition to his training 
duties, and in this way was brought 
close to many of the officers and 
men. 


AVIATORS’ OPINION. 

Aviators here eagerly awaited 
news of the accident and wondered 
about the cause. That Maj. Mitchel, 
with his habitual coolness and 
thought, would never have gone up 
in his machine without the safety 
belt fastened, was the opinion of 
Lieut. Edmund A. Kruss, flight in- 
structor, under whose instruction 
Maj. Mitchel completed his course. 
lAeut. Kruss, also a New Yorker, 
was a warm admirer of Maj. Mitchel 
and was his instructor during his 
cross-country work, the last work 
before he graduated here. 

“It was his thought and reason- 
ing powers as well as his great 
courage, that helped him to pass 
above the average, though his age 
was much greater than that of the 
average aviator,” said Lieut. Kruss. 

“His chief idea was to get to 
France and when he learned he was 
to be sent to Texas for special 
training before going abroad, he 
was disappointed, though he meant 
to get to France and to fight the 
Huns some way or other. 

FRANCE HIS GOAL 


“Maj. Mitchel never seemed to 
think for a moment that his life was 
worth more than that of any pri- 
vate. His idea was to go to France

TO FIGHT THE KAISER. 


THREE COME FROM CANTON 
TO SERVE UNCLE SAM; MUST 
THEY BE DEPORTED? 


Acting on the teaching of Con- 
fucius, that virtue and loyalty al- 
ways come by their reward, three 
young Chinese, Henry, Chin, Fong 
Wing and Loo Song, consulted 
among themselves and decided that 
Germany was “bu-yao” — meaniig 
very bad. They determined to mix 
in the world broil and put Germany 
down by helping the United States. 
This fateful decision took place in 
a mouldy village somewhere in the 
region of Canton. 

The trio sailed for Mexico, know- 
ing that the gates to the country 
they wished to serve remained closed 
to them. They crossed the line in- 
to the United States, were arrested 
by customs officials and haled inte 
the presence of United States Com- 
missioner Long yesterday charged 
with being illegally in this country. 

The commissioner was nonplussed 
over the unique situation. If they 
wished to enlist in the National 
Army to go to France why not per- 
fect the necessary arrangements and 
let them have their desire?

Upon the death of Mayor Gaynor, 
Mitchel became acting Mayor, but 
resigned to become collector of the 
Port of New York by appointment 
of President Wilson. 

With the prestige of these offices 
and public service, Mitchel, running 
on a fusion anti-Tammany ticket, 


for Mayor tn 1913. He was credited 
during the four-year term by many 
even not his partisans with having 
administered as one of the city’s 
most successful Mayors.

Negotiations between the Imperial! 
Irrization District directors and the 
Department of the Interior have 
been going on for many months. The 
Imperial Valley representatives have 
worked earnestly to secure terme 
that would be acceptable to the peo- 
ple of the district, and in spite cf 
the formidable obetacies created by 
the tremendous cost of the Arizona 
project and the consequent obliga- 


[theme that must be assumed, have

headway. Having ob- 


tained all the concessions that ap- 
parently can be obtained in the face 
of the financial obstacles cf the La- 


guna Dam contracts, the next step 


will undoubtedly be a decision by 
ballot on the part of the Imperial 
Valley water users. 

The advantages urged for the 
project are greater security of re- 
liable water supply, ability to irri- 
gate approximately 120,000 acres of 
land now not under water, and the 
development of hydrcelectric energy.

R. F. del Valle and Gen. Emilio Sa- 
linas, Mexican Consul here, and his 
staff will pay their respects to the 
visitors. The chamber will provide 
autos for a short tour of the beauty 
spots in and around the city.

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MODERN SIR GALAHAD. 

Like the sons of Saxon chivalry of for- 
mer days, Maj. J. P. Mitchel, onetime May- 
or of New York, has ended only with his 
life his quest for a Holy Grail. In a notable 
speech delivered at the time of the entry 
of this country into the war Maj. Mitehel 
announced that he dedicated bis life to the 
cause of democracy in its struggle against 
despotism. “If the cause of human liberty 
lives,” he sald, “none dies. But if democ- 
racy dies, none lives.” When this address 
was delivered Maj. Mitchel was Mayor of 
New York. It attracted only passing atten- 
tion for the reason that similar pledges were 
Uttered by a million throats. The words 
take their value from the chivalrous actions 
Which followed their utterances. Patriotic 
sentiments are easy of expression; the text- 
books are filled with them and they fall as 


of a patriot. It is only by the actions of men 
that their patriotism is proved. 

This young Sir Galahad made a name for 
himself during the first six months after 
hostilities were declared as the war Mayor 
of New York.” In the crucial period when 
the forces of disloyalty were making a des- 
perate effort to block the draft and to hin-' 
der American co-operation with our allies 
Mayor Mitchel gave, by his actions, an ex- 
ample for others in like position to follow. 
He scotched the reptiles of disloyalty in the 
great American metropolis, but he signed 
his own political death warrant in so doing. 
Tammany Hall and the Hearst influences 
made common cause with the pro-Germans 
and the pacifists; working under cover of 
a machine-made and notoriously-unfair d. 
rect primary law, they won for another the 
Republican nomination for Mayor. A cry 
of protest went up from the whole length 
and breadth of the land. Amazement was 
expressed by high commissioners of our al- 
lies who had met Mayor Mitchel in, New 
York. They regarded him as a shining ex- 


Petitions were circulated and Mr. 
Mitchel’s name was placed on the ballot as 
an independent candidate. Alton Parker, 
Eliha Root, Mr. Roosevelt, Mr. Taft and Mr. 
Hughes all joined in asking the electors of 
New York to vote for Mayor Mucha re- 
election as a patriotic act. But the cnm- 
bination of Tammany Hall, Hearst, the pac- 
and the disloyalists was too great to 
overcome in a three weeks’ campaign.

But John Purroy Mitchel refused to pose 
as He asked of the people of 
York loyal support for his successor, 
them that if their patriotic spirit was 
strong enough the new Mayor would find 
it good policy to conduct a war administra- 
tion. Then he gave proof of the high sin- 
cerity of his utterances at the beginning of 


service. He was past the draft age, but he 
insisted that he was not too old to do a pa- 
triot's part, adding that his example might 
perhaps be of value in securing enlistments 
of better men. 

His record as an aviator is well known 
to the west coast. He trained at San Diego 
and made record flights before he was trans- 
ferred to | cuisiana on his way to the front. 
When he left San Diego a French aviation 
instructor who had observed the intrepid 
spirit of -this modern knight observed, 
“Mitchel will be an ace or a cadaver within 
six months.” But the sinister influences 
that had beaten Mitchel for Mayor of New 
York spread the report through their press 
mercenaries that “Mitchel is making a gal- 
lery play to come back and run for Mayor 
again on his war record.” That he had en- 
listed as a private and won a major’s pro- 
motion was to them only politics. 

Destiny's hidden hand intervened to make 
a martyr of this modern Sir Galahad before 
he should take part in active service. Vic- 
tim of a mysterious accident in which the 
seat of his airplane suddenly collapsed, Maj. 
Mitchel fell to his death last Saturday morn- 
ing while making a practice flight. As all 
the aviators are strapped to their seats be 
fore making an army flight, a military in- 
vestigation is now under way to discover 
whether a disloyal hand had tampered with 
the apparatus before he started on his last 
mission. Maj. Mitchel was feared by the 
disloyal influences which had beaten him 
for Mayor of New York. They felt that any 
advancement in the service of his country 
would bring him back a still more intrepid 
champion of democracy than when he defied 
them as Mayor of New York. It is just pos- 
sible that the mysterious collapse of his 
machine may lead to an exposure of the 
hidden force behind a number of accidents 
to noted aviators in this country. It is sel- 
dom that destiny calls so gallant a knight 
without giving to humanity some recom- 
pense.

UR DESTINY ON THE SEA. 

The gates of destiny are «wincine ajar 
for the entrance of the American republic 
as the new.sea power of the twentieth cen- 
tury. In the commercial and economic de 
velopment which has been initiated by the 
present world war the horizons of American 
industry have broadened until their con- 
fines are limited only by the ends of the 
earth. 

When the Spanish-American War opened 
in 1898 we were an insular people who were 
content to live within the boundaries which 
had been fixed fifty years before at the end 
of the Mexican War. Our development did 
not extend beyond the limits of the repub- 
lic. Our function was to receive millions 
of emigrants from the overflow populations 
of Europe; to educate them in self-covern- 
ment, train them in the art of rendering 
our great arid regions productive and fina)- 
ly to assimilate them as a part of the brain 
and brawn of the republic itself. We were 
content to deliver our raw material to the 
fleets of other commercial peoples on the 
Atlantic seaboard and to take them back 
again in the form of manufactured prod- 
ucts. The detail of making the raw mate- 
rials over into articles of commerce was 
the work of human machines, too petty an 
occupation for the independent spirits who 
harnessed the sun and the soi! to do their 
biddifig. 

But on that bright May morning when 
Dewey led our Pacific squadron through the 
mine-guarded entrance to Manila Bay and 
destroyed the Spanish fleet riding at an- 
chor therein, our young republic leaped 
forth, like a Promethus unbound, almost 
overnight and claimed a dominant place 
among the nations of the earth. Our in- 
sular habits fel] from us like a garment: 
our industries leaped across the barriers of 
water that guarded our coasts and became 
active competitors in the markets of the 
world. But for the very reason that we 
had not wholly outgrown our insular youth 
we were content that American raw mate 
rials should be carried to foreign markets 
under the flags of other nations. We kept 
to the charted routes that other peoples 
mapped out for us, content to follow until 
we should ourselves learn to lead. 

It required the shock of a world war to 
awaken America to a realization of its own 
latent possibilities. When a German sub- 
marine sent t othe bottom the Aboukir, 
Cressy and the Hogue in the autumn of 
1914 it cut the Gordian knot that dad held 
American industry bound to American 
shores. It became instantly apparent that 
America could no longer depend upon for- 
eign vessels to carry its products to other 
markets. The strategical position of the 
United States, lying in the midst of the two 
oceans over which pass the great trade 
routes of the world, enables this country 
to distribute its products with less eco- 
nomic waste than any other nation. 

It is the warder of the gates where the 
two oceans meet. Just as the nineteenth 
century marked the development of the 
waste land areas of the world, the twen- 
tieth century bids fair to signal the devel- 
opment of the sea; and in this new world 
industry America is beginning to play a 
leading part. 

In the observance of Independence Day 
this year a new feature a It was 
made memorable by the launching of 500, 
000 tons of government shipping, a greater 
tonnage than has been sunk by the German 
submarines in any month since America 
entered the war. If government estimates 
do not miscarry the United States will have 
more tonnage afloat at the end of the pres- 
ent year than the German submarines have 
sunk since they were sent forth in the fall 
of 1914 as the terror of the seas. 

To the present time the Pacifie Ocean 
has not been infested by the undersea pi- 
rates, and the maritime development of the 
world has been greatest in Pacific waters. 
The west coast of the United States alone 
is turning out more merchant vessels this 
summer than the shipyards of the country 
produced before the opening of the war. 
The commerce of the west coast is advanc 
ing faster than the nineteenth century de- 
velopment of the Atlantic area. The star 
of empire is moving westward with an ac- 
celerated speed. 

This movement has been inaugurated by 
the developments of the world war; but it 
At the close of 
the Civil War the restless spirits that re- 
turned to private life found the limits of 
the farm and the office too narrow; they 
had been led by three years in the open to 
look for bigger things. The great free 
areas of the Western States claimed their 
attention ald a development began which 
remains as one of the marvels of the world. 
The spirit of adventure awakened by the 
war found its butlet in the great enter- 
— which turned waste land into a para- 

That period of national development has 
passed. The waste places are occupied. 
The steam tractor and the wire fence have 
brought with them the machine-like effi- 
ciency of intensified agriculture. The hardy 


of the Hun will grow restive when dar 
nessed to plodding industry. They will 
have seen the big things of the earth and 
it will not suffice for them to go back to 
the stool behind the counter, the machine 
in the industrial plant or the desk in an 
office. They will be content to leave those 
places to the ones who stayed behind; their 
eyes will have been opened to the big 
things of the world, for they will have eaten 
of the fruit of the tree of knowledge. The 
men who have gambled with death on the 
battlefields of Europe will be impatient un- 
der petty restraint. They will cast about 
for an opportunity to enter the big game. 
The path of opportunity will lie upon the 
open sea. These modern argonauts will 
become the pioneers of the Pacific. The 
squadrons of our Liberty Army will return 
from the wars bringing with them sacred 
fires wrested from the abode of the gods. 
With these fires they will loose new forces 
even more wonderful than steam and elec- 
tricitty—destiny has never in history per 
mitted her sons to go unrewarded and emp- 
ty-handed—and with these new forces will 
begin the conquest of the Pacific. 

There was a time when a skeptical world 
would have called such a forevision the 
dream of a romancer; but the rapid devel- 
opments of the twentieth century have 
robbed the present generation of its skep- 
ticiem. Jules Verne, with his vision of a 
thousand leagues under the sea, is no longer 
viewed as a romancer, but as a prophet.

“It hasn't been done.” When a Los Ange 
les real estate man painted across his signs 
in 1898 “Population in 1910 200,000” he was 
regarded as a harmiess visionary. Yet his 
estimate proved too low by one-half. In 
the same sense the wildest dreams of the 
development of the Pacific area today are 
certain to be dwarfed by the reality ten 
years hence; for the wheels of modern in- 
dustry are hurrying humanity itself ahead 
at a heightened pace. 

It is less than fifty years since Los Ange- 
les itself awoke from a Spanish siesta; yet 
it is now the metropolis of the Pacific Coast 
of America. A tule marsh fifteen years ago 
is the site of a magnificent harbor in which 
was launched last Thursday 29,900 tons of 
shipping. California has more men in gov- 
ernment training camps or in France than 
voted in the State election a generation 
ago. Measured by these precedents, the 
limits of commercial and industrial devel- 
opment in the era that registers the birth 
of a new world democracy become as bound- 
less as those of the Milky Way. 

Alarmists are shuddering over the indus- 
trial unrest in which they imagine the coun- 
try will be immersed when our millions of 
troops return from Europe at the end of the 
war. These timid ones have not the breadth 
of vision to discover that the returning sol- 
ders who have been offer their lives as a- 
sacrifice that their country might live will be 
the staunchest defenders of law and order. 
They will be the uncompromising foes of 
the anarchists and the Bolsheviki. They 
will be the first to go forth to increase the 
boundaries and the prestige of the country 
they fought to save. The men from the 
fighting ships will naturally man the new 
vessels of commerce; they will insist that 
they shall tall under the flag beneath which 
they fought. They are the leaven of the 
new democracy, the pioneers who will win 
for America dominion over the seas. It ts 
in their steps that future generatfons will 
follow as humanity progresses along the 
highway leading to the millennium.

SUPERVISORS RAISE 
SALARY OF SHERIFF. 


— 


GIVEN SIX THOUSAND A YEAR 
TO MAKE UP FOR 1088 
OF FEES. 


Apparently on the broad ground 
that it the fees are to be taken from 
the Sheriff and turned over to the 
county, the salary of Sheriff Cline 
should be increased, the Beard of 
Supervisors, by a vote of three to 
one, yesterday passed an ordinance 
raising the compensation to $6000 a 
year. 

Supervisors McClellan, Delorey 
and Woodley voted for the increase; 
Chairman Hamilton voted against it. 
Superviscr Dodge was absent. The 
Supervisors in favor stated that, be- 
cause of his great responsibilities, 
the Sheriff should have more money. 
Four years ago the Sheriff's salary 
was raised from $4000 to $5000 a 
year. Unfortunately for the Sheriff, 
it was passed a day too late to de- 
come effective for the term just er- 
piring. Beginning January 1, next, 
the Sheriff, under that crdinance, 
would be drawing $5000 a year. Now 
he will receive $6000 a year, al- 
though Sheriff Cline, before the 
board, asked that his salary be 
$8000 a year. to be on a par with 
the salary of the Sheriff of San Fran- 
cisco. The Sheriff of Fresno county 
receives $6500 a year, it was pointed 
out to the Supervisors. 

The Appellate Court recently held 
that the Sheriff is nct entitled to any 
fees, being merely an employee. of 
the county and receiving the salary 
of an employee. This ruling would 
appear to settle the status of the 
suits filed by the county through the 
County Counsel's office to recover 
from Sheriff Cline the fees he has 
retained for transporting priscners 
to the penitentiaries and the crim- 
inal insane to asylums, 

A suit ie pending to collect from 
the Sheriff the fees he has received 
since his term of office from the 
Federal government for feeding 
Federal prisoners. The government 
allows 35 cents a meal, while the 
county’s rate for ccunty prisoners is 
12 cents a meal. Sheriff Cline is re- 
sisting the endeavor to wrest 
fees from him.

MME. RATAN DEVI. 


HER SINGING IS HEARD IN 
“THE LIGHT OF ASIA.” 


By Antony Anderson. 

An interpreter of an art hither- 
to unknown to America has arrived 
in Los Angeles—in the person of 
Ratan Devi, singer of East Indian 
ragas. This art Mme. Devi acquired 
at the feet of Abdul Rahim, singer 


in the court of Karputhia—has not 
this in itself the sound of silver wa- 
ter splashing in fountains within the 
tiled courts of an Indian palace to 
the voice of the bulbul? And in 
truth, Mme, Devi, playing her own 
sccompaniments on her tamboura 
and singing ber curious, haunting. 
mystical raga the other evening in 
her rele of the singer in “The Light 
ef Asia.” greatly intensified the 
eastern atmosphere of the scene and 
gave her audience a genuine thrill. 

Ratan Devi is equally interesting 
from many points of view. Asa per- 
sonality she has traveled widely, and 
her knowledge cf India has been of 
great value to the producers of “The 
of Aste.” Her arrival in Los 
Angeles was quite unanticipated and 
a remarkable coincidence at this 
time, for the husband of Mme. Devi 
is Dr. Ananda Coomaraswamy, the 
famous art critic and authority on 
Buddhism, and she found that his 
book, “Rajput Painting.“ has served 
as the inepiration fcr the scenery, 
Properties and costumes of “The 
Light of Asia.” Of course, Mute. 
Devi was welcomed with open arms 
hy everyone at Krotona, and she 
now is a guest there, occupying the 
room in the beautiful dome which 
crowns the Ternery, its windows 
opening on all sides commanding 
beautiful views of mountains, val- 
leys, terraced gardens and the great 
plain. “It ia nearer the East than 
any place I have yet visited in this 
country—one actually feels the at- 
mosphere here in these surround- 
ings,” said” Mme. Devi. 

Ratan Devi is an English woman, 
but Dr. Coomaraswamy is an In- 
dian, and now occupies the position 
of curatcr of the Indian department 
in the Boston Museum of Fine Arts. 
His collection of Indian paintings 
was the finest in existence, and Dr. 
Denman Ross has acquired a large 
part of it and placed it in the mu- 
seum, where it is known as the Ross- 
Coomaraswamy collection. 

The very unusual quality of Mme. 
Devi's art at once attracted recog- 
niticn by discriminating people in 
New York and the other cities 
where she has been heard. Clad in 
a sahri, she sits on a pile of rugs 
before dark curtains, and near her 
the incense burns, adding its per- 
fume to the oriental atmosphere. 

Krehbiel said: “The music she 
sings is considered in India to be 
magic, a part of the investiture of 
divinity. Ratan Devi has a beauti- 
ful mezzo contralto voice, and has 
brought to the arts cf phrasing and 
nuance something closely approach- 
ing perfection, and by the use she 
makes of her gifts she invests the 
weirdest phrases as well as the most 
commonplace with singular charm.” 

“She made me forget that I was 
in a London drawing-room,” said 
Sir Rabindranath Tagore, the emi- 
nent poet, and he said further that 
“she sings this music in an immac- 
ulately Indian way.” 

Last season Mme. Devi added tc 
her reputation by recitals of Brit- 
ish, Scotch and Irish folk songs. It 
is hoped that she will plan one of 
her unique entertainments for the 
enjoyment of the public here.

FI DWARF ELEPHANTS. 


There have recently arrived 


Times, evidences of the most im- 
portant szooological discovery that 
has come to light since the finding 
of that strang beast, the Okapi, in 
the Congo forest some years back. 
This discovery proves very tom- 
pletely the existence of a new and 
hitherto unknown species of ele- 
phant, a real dwarf elephant, which 
in 
er height than about five feet, six 
inches to six feet, or about half the 
height at the shoulder of the or- 
dinary African elephant. 

There have been rumors for some 
years past of an African dwarf ele- 
phant, but hitherto no real evi- 
dences of the fact have reached this 
country. The tusks of the two ani- 
‘mals, which are very dark and show 
strong signs of Wear and tear and of 
exposure to a moist or muddy 
habitat, are abnormally small, Those 
of the female weigh no more than 
two pounds the pair, while the tusks 
oP male reach seven pounds the 
pair. 

The tusks of a well-grown African 
bull elephant from the region of the 
great central lakes often attain as 
much as 110 pounds apiece, or 220 
pounds the pair, while tm partic- 
ularly fine examples a single tusk has 
been known to scale the enormous 
weight of 180 pounds. It will be 
seen, therefore, how puny are the 
tusks of the new dwarf elephant.—

FIREWORKS LICENSE 


OR YOU DON’T PLAY. 


VARIOUS FINGER-BURNERS IN 
EXPLOSIVES CATEGORY 
UNDER NEW LAW.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 1 


Fireworks are regarded as explo- 
sives under the regulations for the 
enforcement of the Federal explo- 
sives law, according to John M. 
Griffin, United States Explosives In- 
rector for California. 

The manufacture, sale, exporte- 
tion, tmportation and purchase of 
fireworks of all kinds and in any 
quantity will be under license. 

No license will be required, how- 
ever, for the purchase at retail of 
Chinese firecrackers, American fire- 
crackers, toy torpedoes, serpents, 
sparklers or toy paper caps, when 
costing not more then 10 cents per 
package. 

None but the following varieties 
of fireworks will be manufactured: 


Firecrackers imported and d 
mestic (not over five inches by 


not over twenty dalle, rockets, not 
over three-pound size: wheels of all 
kinds as at present manufactured: 
railroad fuses, colored lights and al! 
safety signals; serpents; sparklers; 
toy torpedoes, ‘including Vesuvius 
and Son-of-a-gun torpedoes;) foun- 
tains; Jack -in-the-box; colored 
shells (up to six inches in diameter) 
not containing detonating com- 
pound; mines; lances; paper caps. 

All rockets and Roman candies 
of greater size, and all shelis up t 
six inches in diameter, which have 
been manufactured prior to Novem- 
ber 15. 1917. and are now stored at 
factories or in the hands of jobbers 
or retailers, may be sold under 
license. 

Licensing agents are authorized to 
issue a special purchaser's license, 
limited to the purchase and use of 
fireworks and so stated in the body 
of Heense, to minors not less then 
Is years of age when they are chil- 
aren of American citizens who are 
known to be loyal. 

Retailers of fireworks will require 
a vendor's license.

“One of the most important steps 

recently taken by tire manufacturers

sizes of tires. The standardization 
of tires will benefit the consumer 
quite as much, as it will enable him 
to always secure a tire to fit his car. 
“At present there are about 
twenty-five different sizes of tires, 
each of which, of course, requires a 
special mold. According to the Nor- 
walk Tire and Rubber Company, the 
five sizes of casing in demand most 
are: 30x3%, 31.75 per cent.; 30x3, 
22.30 per cent.; 34x4, 11.35 per cent.; 
$2x3%, 9.60 per cent., and 33x4, 
6.05 per cent.”

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When Convicts Turn Their Brains to Right Use.

T 18, of course, a rank platitude to say 
that many a noted criminal has shown 
hintself*possessed of brain power which, 
had been utilised in a legitimate fashion, 
would have enabled its possessor to attain 
t a position of fame and af@livence. Some 


have proved themselves inventors of no 


mean ability, and have been so recognized. 


In 1909. a convict left the State prison at 
Waltham, Mass, a rich man by reason of 
his ingenious contrivance doing away with 
the necessity of a bobbin in the sewing 
machine. He sold his invention to a New 
York company for $100,000. 


Thermite, which has aldéd latter-day sci- 
ence and mechanics to so great an extent, 
was discovered by a noterious criminal 
named Fritg von Schmidt, Known te the 
Luropean police as “Count Ether,“ by rea- 
von of his ability to vanish as quickly as 
that volatile spirit. Soe terrific is the heat 
obtained with the use of thermite that 
best steel mans like wax in a fire, and 
quickly. Nearly $10,000,000 was stolen from 
the strong rooms of London, Parts and Ber- 
lin banks @uring the early part of 1898, and 
thermite was the open sesame on each oc 
casion, But Von Schmidt shot bis bolt 
when he attempted to patent his discovery. 
He offered to show a patent agent in Bel- 
gium a sample of his effectiveness by mak- 
ing his way to the agent's safe. Half an 
hour later be was being cared for by tile 
police. 

Charlies Woodstock, who was 
among his class as “the king of coiners,” 
end one of the most desperate of men, in- 
vented im prison, among other things, a 
baby’s rattle, a murderous steel-toothed 
burglar’s trap, an anti-nicotine pipe and a 
hooked contrivance which, placed inside the 
vest pocket, would secure a man’s watch 
against theft. 

Another celebrated coiner, a Manchester 
(Eng) man, whose bestknown alias was 
Henry Harvey, produced a coin-making ma- 
chine, end so perfect and satisfactory in 
every detail that the Germans, French’ and 
Italian minte are all using it today. Un- 
apply tor Harvey, he could not resist the 
temptation to turn foiner on his own ac- 
count, and the result was that, instead of 
drawing over $10,000 a year in royalties on 
his invention, he is now leading a monoto- 
nous life in the Portland penitentiary. 

The medical fraternity have every reason 
to be thankful to a certain Du Chailion, 
whose investive genius gave to the world 
the hypodermic syringe. This syringe is, 
and has been for many years, ome of the 


most beneficial of medical instruments, and 
thousands of lives are saved annually by its 
timely aid. Du Chaillon was a man gifted 
with exceptional powers, and gave promise 
of a brilliant medical career, but an unfor- 
tumate escapade shut him out from inter- 
course with all self-respecting men. He 
drifted into crime, and established a “crime 
school,” where the young criminals of 
Paris, stimulated by the hypodermits of 
morphine, accomplished deeds of daring and 
roguery that were absolutely. amazing. The 
school was eventually raided, but the pre- 
siding genius of the establishment escaped. 
Sufficient evidence, howevér, was adduced 
at the trial to show that all his great coups 
had been the work of boys who had been 
reared to a steeliness of nerve by means 
of a syringe. The value of the syringe was 
obvious, and medical men all over the 
world soon took full advantage of the in- 
strument that the talented criminal had so 
extensively used to accomplish his evil 
deeds. 

It is to another scientifi criminal that 
we owe the “Johnston pump” apd “helmet.” 
With the aid of these appliances a diver 
ie not only enabled to descend to great 
depths, but also to explore caves and turn 
six of seven sharp corners while under wa- 
ter, a thing which was quite impossible be- 
fore these inventions. The inventor, Ar- 
tur Johnston, was a burglar, and i was 
to enable him to enter one of the largest 
banks in London that his “pump” and “hel- 
met“ were invented. For a sumber of 
years, Johnston confessed, he had kept an 
eye on the bank, even procuring a job as 
porter im it so that he might make mere 
certain of his ground when it came to the 
crucial moment. Then he rented a house 
near by and set to work, He discovered 
that a, kind of sewer ran under the bank's 
strong room, and from it he a to chisel 
his way up into the-tredéure trove above. 
But it was imposstbie to stay long in the 
sewer without some guard against the 
chance of being drowned. Then he invented 
his pump and helmet, and, although he him- 
self failed in his daring scheme, his inven- 
tion’ has enabled men to explore depths 
which were previously beyond them. 

Charlie Peace, a remarkable and notori- 
ous criminal, when not engaged in dust 
ness,” Was a man of many ingenious pur- 
suits and could have earned a handsome 
competence hy other methods than safe- 
breaking. Hie skill as a wWolinist was great, 
and the great burglar devised a new and ex- 
ceedingly ingenidus method of fixing the 
hair af a violin bow.
